MANY NOTED ASTRONOMERS THERE 


Remarkable Gathering of Scientists In 
spects Observatory and Discusses 
Solar Problems 


One of the most remarkable gather¬ 
ings of astronomers ever held is now 
in session on Mt. Wilson at the bi¬ 
ennial convention of the international 
Union for Co-operation in Solar Re¬ 
search, otherwise known ns the Solar 
Union. More than 100 delegates are in 
attendance from all over the world, in 
addition to the staff of the Mt. Wilson 
observatory, which includes -unu* of tin 
foremost scientists in the world. 

About fifty of the scientists pas-od 
through Sierra Madre on their way up 
the mountain on Tuesday, making the 
trip from here on foot or in tlie saddle 
by way of the old trail. The renminde 
of the party drove from Pasadena to 
Mt. Wilson by way of the toll roan 
On Monday they had been entertained 
by Dr. and Mrs. George E. Hale at their 
beautiful South Pasadena home, where 
members of lai- Angeles and Pasadena 
society were invited to meet the dis¬ 
tinguished visitors. 

Widely Representative 

Eleven different nations are repre¬ 
sented in the gathering on Mt. Wilson, 
which is considerably the largest ever 
held by the union. Possibly it is the 
greatest aggregation of mathematical 
knowledge ever gathered together in one 
place. Undoubtedly more profound 
thinkers and investigators are up there 
on the mountain than ever congregated 
in Southern California before at one 
time. So far advanced are their re¬ 
searches that their deliberations have 
little interest for the average person 
unless reduced or translated to under¬ 
standable terms. 

All of these scientists are modest men 
and have little to say concerning their 
work, especially for publication. That, 
in fact, is a pretty certain test of your 
true scientist. One of the greatest of 
the group, the man who first discovered 
that Halley’s comet had two tails, was 
asked the other day if there was any¬ 
thing new about the comet which had 
not been made public. He replied: 

“Oh, I know very little about that 
subject. Of course I studied the comet 
some but I am not an authority, by any 
means.” 

Inspecting Equipment 

Before going to Mt. Wilson the astron¬ 
omers devoted some time to visiting the 
offices, laboratories and shops of the ob¬ 
servatory on Santa Barbara Street, Pas¬ 
adena. It is here that tile heavy ma¬ 
chine work of the instrument makers 
and the lens grinding are done, also the 
work of the computers who figure out re¬ 
sults from the data obtained by the ob¬ 
servers on the mountain. 

On the mountain the scientists soon 
found their supply of superlatives ex¬ 
hausted in the course of their inspee 
tion of the Carnegie Observatory equip¬ 
ment. The unique tower telescope with 
its wonderfully constructed tower, 
aroused the greatest enthusiasm among 
them. Wednesday and Thursday even¬ 
ings the 60-inch telescope was placed 
at their disposal for observations. Dur¬ 
ing the day time the Snow telescope 
and the old tower telescope were in con¬ 


MORALITY IN ARCADIA 

Big Charley Smith, city marshal of 
Arcadia, is nobody’s fool, but he fur¬ 
nished considerable amusement at the 
hearing of the moving picture men in 
Pasadena after the exhibition of the Reno 
fight pictures in Arcadia. The mov¬ 
ing picture men were held to answer to 
the superior court for alleged conspiracy 
against the public morals, or something 
of the sort. Smith had been brought 
as a witness by the defence to prove 
that the morals of Arcadia did not suf¬ 
fer by reason of the reproduction of 
the fight. 

It was Attorney Ford who put one 
over on Smith, who had said he re¬ 
garded himself as an authority on what 
would adversely affect the public morals. 

“Far he it from me to insinuate that 
Mr. ^Sniith knows anything about vice 
in any form.'’ gently insinuated Deputy 
Ford, “but T should like to ask him 
what is public morality.” 

Smith paused a minute in contempla¬ 
tion, and then said: ‘’Anything that’s 
degrading.” 


WHY STREET TREES DIE 

There is reason to believe the city 
fathers would do well to discharge the 
dog catcher and appoint in his place a 
public gopher catcher to protect street 
trees. These pests seem to have no more 
respect for the young acacia trees along 
Central Avenue than they have for the 
trees of any fruit grower. Between 
small boys and horses above ground and 
gophers below, a good many of the 
trees have given up the struggle and 
died. This is the more regrettable be¬ 
cause of the fact that most of those 
which have survived show rapid, thrifty 
growth. Showing what ravages the go¬ 
phers commit, J. J. Graham pulled up 
the stalk of a dead tree and found it 
had been chewed almost completely in 
1 v o below ground at a point where it 
was an inch and a quarter in diameter. 
No wonder the tree gave up and died. 


CITY TRUSTEES MEET 

The city trustees held a brief ad¬ 
journed meeting this morning for the 
purpose of passing ordinances ordering 
the improvement of Highland Avenue 
from Baldwin to Mountain Trail; Her 
mosa Avenue from Highland to Grand 
View and Cater Avenue from Auburn 
to Baldwin.
